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GUN COTTON. 


The Power of the Terrible aud Dan- 


gerous Explosive. 
Dr. Doremus in the New York Sun. 

In response to Superintendent Walling’s 
criticism, as reported in the Sun, a:low me to 
state a few facts concerning explosives,whbich 
1 shall be happy to demonstrate to him, if he 
wi]i honor me with his presence, atthe Co}l- 
love of the City of New York, or at Bellevue 
Medical College. If gunpowder is placed in 
, pasket made of coiled platinum wire, and 
is then inserted in a glass jar arranged so that 
it can be exhausted of air by an air pump on 
applying a current of electricity to the coil, 
_) as to render the wire red hot, the gunpow- 
der will neither explode nor burn with a 
fash. It will apparently boil, with a purple 
ngpt, and will require from five to twenty 
wounds for its complete combustion, de- 
pending on the quantity of powder and the 
amount of air removed. 

All know that gunpowder has its own sup- 
ply of oxvgen—lit dves not require any from 
the air; for we shut out the air when we load 
, pistol, a rifle or a cannon. The nitrate of 
potash furnishes the oxygen for the carbon 
and sulphur of the powder. The cause of the 
tardy combustion of the gunpowder in the 
exhausted receiver is the diminished pres- 


ure. 

‘ But wrap the powder in paper, and we have 
the firecracker; enciose the powder in an 
iron sphere, and we havethe bomb-shell. As 
the powder burns under increased pressure 
produced by its own gases, it explodes with 
yereased force. An ounce oreven a pound 
of powder, When burnt in the open air, pro- 
duces no explosive sound—merely a puff. 

Tbe fulminates of silver or mercury which 
are used in percussion caps will also burn 
«ow y when piaced in the platinum coil re- 
forred to and beated red hot after the air has 
}een exuausted from the giass jar. Yet in 
the open air, When fired, they will explode 
with a sharp sound.

HAPPY STOKES. 


The Prosperity of the Man who Mur- 


dered Jim Fisk. 


**Gath’s’’ New York Letter (o Cin. Enquirer. 
Stokes, the man who shot Jim Fisk, has 
made a great success by keeping what may be 
called an art bar-room. The high price of 
paintings within the past five or ten yeare has 
made several persons of sporting proclivities 
to give their attention to artistic matters. 
Spencer, who was so long one of the partners 
of John Morrissey, has been a connoisseur in 
paintings for many years, and it is said that 
he has made more money inthe figures than 
in any other. He had a sale two or three 
veare ago which brought him between $200,000 
and $30),900. He keeps informed of what 
the French artists are doing, having very lit- 
tle faith in any other school, and frequently 
gives an order for a picture about to be begun 
or scarcely matured. I met him a few days 
azo in Stokes’ house, which is a portion of 
the Hoffman Hotel, on Broadway. 

The Hoffman House is wedzed in the middle 
of ablock. Stokes made considerabie money 
selling mines or something of that kind 1a 
England, desired to get in the hotel business 
and he bought an interest in the Hoffman 
House, and bas purchased dwelling houses 
on the two side streets, His bar-room comes 
out opposite the side of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, and is a large place, perhaps seventy 
by sixty feet, with a a high ceiling, richly 
painted and ornamented. Expensive rugs 
are laid on the tiled floor and mahogany fur- 
niture of the cafe style is distributed around, 
while the walls are covered withe best class 
of paintings, most of them put under glass in 
order to keep the tobacco smoke from soiling 
them. A family by the name of Wolf, of this 
city, who inhabited a large house on Madison 
Square, owned a costly picture by Bourgue- 
reau, andit was sold after having been in 
their possession a number of years, and 
Stokes purchased it. Itis abouttweive feet 
high by seven or eight feet wide, and is the 
largest picturel nave ever seen of Bouguereau. 
Spencer said to me that it was the superior 
of any painting inthe Louvre in Paris, and 
would grow in value every year. 

Stokes paid alittle over $10,000 forit. It 
represents a Satyr, who has been peeping at a 
number of nymphs bathing, and they, hav- 
ing discovered him, are trying to drag him 
into the water and give himaducking. The 
Satyr has biack hair and beard, and a rustic 
countenance well bronzed, with goaty-legs, of 
course. Heis crouching on the bank of the 
stream, with the green woods behind him, 
affording a most clear and beautiful contrast 
to the naked limbs of the nymphs, all of 
whom are of full life size, or larger, 
and exquisitely painted. One is putling him 
by the arm, another by the hair, and a third 
is pushing him by the head, while a fourth, 
taking a hand in the performance, Is beckon- 
ing with outstretched hand to cer- 
tain other nymphs who are seen further down 
the stream, calling to them for assistance. 
The sun shines through the woods, and 
strikes one of these beautiful creatures upon 
the skin, making & delightful golden tint; 
and spots of sunshine also strike the others, 
and they are indeed portraits, as if from the 
noblest models to be found. The atmosphere 
of this saloon is a good deat lJike the late 
James Fiek’s—nude figures in bronze and 
models of life size standing here and there, 
and music-boxes, vases, wood carvings, etc, 
abounding. Some of the pictures are of ani- 
mal studies, but they are all costly things, 
such as might adorn any Government gallery 
or that of a banker.

It is unfortunate forthe Chief of Police 
that he has found it necessary to assign two 
different reasons for his interference in the 
case Of Mr. FERRIS, the tough citizen con- 
victed recently of the killing of DYER. When 
he was first discovered laboring with the Gov- 
ernor to secure a pardon or commutation he 
explained that be had known of FERRIS and 
his bill-posting troubles from the beginning, 
and he felt a sympathy for him because he 


had only done what any true man 
would have done under the circum- 
stances—the killing being purely acci- 


dental. Now he says that he was induced 
to aid FERRIS because he at one time ren- 
dered a substantial service tothe police as a 
sort of voluntary detective. Thefact is, Mr. 
FERRIS is under the protection of Mr. R. c. 
PATE, the chief of the St. Louis gamblers. 
Mr. PATE is his bondsman and backer and he 
is known to render service to the gambling 
ring. In view ofthe unpleasant things said 
of Mr. KENNETT it is unfortunate that he 


shoula be found interesting himself in the af- 
fairs of Mr. FERRIS, and he certainly hasn’t 
helped the appearance of things by offering 
the public two explanations of his singvlar 
conduct. 


ALREADY it is evident that the chief end of 
the assassins who murdered CAVENDISH and 
BURKE Will not be attained. Ireland is not 
to be p!unged back into the mire of coercion. 
Until it was known what shape public opinion 
in England would take, it was possible tbat 
the whole scheme of the scoundrels might 
succeed. It would be easy for the British 


peopie to indict Ireland as _ accessory 
to the murders in Phenix Park and 
to wreak their vengeance upon her. Passion 


and prejudice have done more unjust things 
in the history of the United Kingdom. For- 
tunately, the crisis may be considered past 
The feeling of horror at the crime in England 
is insignificant beside the storm of indignation 
which it has aroused among the Irish at home 
and abroad. At the very moment when 
the subtle jealousies and causes of dis- 
sension growing out of the Land League 
victory had their birth a great disaster came 
which has simply resulted in Ireland and 
England striking hands together more warm- 
ly than they have done for eight hundred 
years. Never were the two nations so much 
at one. TREVELYAN’S appointment as Chief 
is the best indication that the policy of recon- 
ciliation will not be abandoned. The Eaglish 
Goverument was never so popular in Ireland, 
Was never met in a fairer spirit than it is to- 
day. Thisisthe unexpected result of the 
assassination.

A sad case, illustrative of the confidence and 
indulgence of a mother and the ingratitude 
and worthlessness of the son, came under the 
observation of the Coroner this morning.

An examination reveaied that the wo- 
man had died from want and neglect 
rather than from disease. Her form 
was Cestitute of flesh and was literaliy skin 
and bones. It lay upon a bunch of straw, 
with only a blanket ortwotor covering. It is 
said that six years ago Mrs. Kravse was in 
very comfortable circumstances, her husband 
having recentivy died, leaving her between 
$20,000 and $25,000. There wags one son, the 
only child at that time, a young 
wan about twenty-one vears old. He 
became wild and dissolute,and his mother, al- 
lowing bim all he asked for,s00n became poor, 
The son and mother removed from their com- 
fortable home and gradually drifted into the 
miserable quarters where the mother died, 
They both lived together in the room at 
the time of the woman’s death. 
The deceased was A woman of 
education and refinement, and after she lost 
her money through the extravagance of her 
son she went out to work in families as house- 
keeper. The Coroner returned a verdict of 
death caused by general wasting away and 
negiect.

Trading in grain options was awful light to- 
day, as local speculators were waiting to see 
what action the Chicago Board of Trade would 
take onthe newrule allowing winter wheat to 
be delivered on spring wheat contracts.

AT THE COTTON EXCHANGE 

the army Was received by President Wm. M. 
Senter, who conducted to the stand Gen. 
Sherman, Gen. Hazen, Gov. Fietcher, Senator

‘We are a society of the officers and soldiers 
of the Army of the Tennessee, organized at 
Raleigh in 1865. Altogether we are a good set 


right to speak for the city, lam toldthere are 
people here who think we ought not to come 
here and boast of our war exploits during the 


war. To all such say they 
had better stand out of the way. You all 
know me te be Mo man ot strong 


political convictions and not afraid to speak 
them, but Il assure everybody that no soidiér 
who followed me into this hail will ever revive 
any memory to the credit or disparagement 
of Southern men. The people of the South 
were a noblerace. It was their mistortune to 
have been born to the faith of slavery, but 
now I believe they thank God—as we do—that 


to earn an honest living. The millionsof bales 
of cotton now produced annually by the South 
isthe product of free labor, and the yield 


is rapidly increasing. Cotton was 
king once, but it is 80 no 
longer. Before the war all of you gentlemen 


dealt in cotton and sugar, sending to St. Louis 


for your bacon and provisions. The resuit 
was that St. Louis got rich 
and you «ot poor. Since the war 
I have traveled ail over the South 


and never found a disposition upon the part 


of revenge, and I know that the soldiers 


of the North are as anxious to sea 
prosperity in Atlanta, Milledgeville and *%a- 
vannah asin Boston and Chicago. Gentic- 


men, I thank you.’’
